By  now,  subscribers  may  be  growing  accustomed 
to  the  inconsistancies  between  successive  edi- 
tions of  the  Folio.  Some  of  these  inconsistancies 
are  still  attributable  to  the  fairly  recent  conver- 
sion to  a  four-week  publication;  others  arise 
from  changes  in  editorial  staff. 

One  change,  appearing  for  the  first  time  in 
this  Folio,  is  the  drastic  paring  of  program 
description  when  a  program  is  re-scheduled.  Our 
intent  is  to  provide  a  fairly  detailed  program 
listing  for  each  program  when  it  is  broadcast 
in  prime  listening  time — whether  in  the  evening 
or  on  the  weekend — and  to  keep  listings  con- 
siderably terser  for  weekday  broadcasts.  These 
rebroadcasts  will  indicate  the  date  and  time 
under  which  the  reader  will  find  a  more  detailed 
listing.
